Prussia in 1791 signed the Declaration of 
Pilnitz, by which they agreed to join with other 
Princes to re-establish the authority of Louis 
XVI. and to furnish him with the means of 
putting down the French Revolution and 
maintaining “a Government Suitab'e to the 

j interests of the Throne and of the people.” 

That was intervention to strangle liberty and 

hold up the hands of her destroyer. The Decla. 

ration of Pilnitz was intended to strengthen 
the Coalition against the French Revolution, 
and, later on, every European Power saye 

Sweden, Denmark, Switzerland, Venice, and 

Turkey did join with armed force or other aid 

in the attempt to restore the French throne, 

The self-interest of kings was held to justify 
the union of all to relieve the distress of on. 

Has time moved with such a leaden fot 
that after more than a hundred years free 
peoples must be forbidden to consider the 
question whether it may not be their duty and 
their privilege to come to the relief of millions 
upon millions of their brethren helplessly and 
almost hopelessly striving to throw off the 
yoke of an oppression incomparably more tor- 
menting than the burdens imposed upon the 
French people by the privileges of the crown 
and the nobles? What are the preconceived 
notions of propriety that are held to preclude 
the consideration of concerted influence to 
put anend to the present “hell upon earth” 
in Russia? Is it the notion of mere bigness? 
Is it because men shrink from the idea of 
coercing a sovereign of such state and dignity! 
That argument will not bear examination. 
The coercion actually in progress is exercised 
by a little group of men upon 110 millions of 
people. It is that huge constraint that should 
give us concern, not the minor matter of 
hindering a few hundred or a few thousand 
bigoted and unenlightened reactionaries in 
the execution of their medieval and inhuman 
designs. On that theory France was too bigs 
nation to be interfered with when the Cal: 
tion sought to put down the Revolutions 
The reply of the people of Paris was to throw 
the head of their King at the feet of Europe 
in defiance. ‘What is impossible to twenty- 
five millions of men?’ said Carnot; and they 
proved it was at least impossible for Europe to 
crush them. They held their own. The Czar 
and his reactionary bureaucrats are not twenty- 
five millions, The conditions are reversed. It 
is impossible that they should hold out against 
the protest and the pressure of the civilised 
Powers. 

Our interest in the restoration of civil order 
and the erection of liberal institutions in Russia 
is the interest of every great nation. Our 
rights of trade and intercourse are measurably 
abridged so long as thiv great Empire is given 
over to strife and practically to anarchy. More- 
over, the weakness of the Czar’s Government 
and the incredible cruelty of his administra- 
tion in many parts of the empire are sending 


therefore undesirable immigrants. 

Although the senseless appeal of the Czar 
for the election of a mute and dumb herd of 
representatives to the new Duma—an appeal 
that reflects a darkened mind guided by evil 
counsel—forces foreign observers to the con- 
clusion that the fires of revolt in Russia will 
be quenched by no acts of liberal concession 
from the autocracy, and although through 
want of experience and organisation, and, above 
all, through the failure of competent leader- 
ship, the Russian people seem scarcely 
more capable than the Cuban people of Te 
ing unaided their emancipation, we sac Em 
the opinion that foreign intervention in the 


domestic affairs of that Empire is 4 matter ot 


the immediate future, or that for the percent 
it will even come under practical cousideration. 
The point upon which we wish to insist . that 
the principle of ultimate intervention is not 
excluded by history, by international law, or 
by human reason or human probability. The 
interests, the peace, and the security of the 
great Powers of the world, and, reinforcing 
those considerations, sympathy and humanity, 
the horror of cruelties long continued, the in- 
dignation kindled by the spectacle of a down- 
trodden people baffled in every attempt to win 
their freedom, shot down for no worse crime 
than expressing a desire for liberty, terrorised 
at every turn by the prison and the bayonet, 
must sooner or later lead to a union of senti- 
ment and concert of action that will end the 
Russian hell upon earth. It cannot go on for 
ever. The time will come, and it ought not to 
be far distant, when civilisation will say to 
the Czar, You shall not make your palace the 
sepulchre of a people's hopes, nor continue to 
flood our realms with your bleeding subjects 
fleeing from your assassin soldiery.

MURDER AT SHOUBRA. 


PRENCHMAN SUSPECTED OF CRIME: 


A Cairo correspondent sends us the tollowing 
particulars of the murder discovered on Wed- 
nesday morning at Shoubra :-— 

The body of the unfortunate cafedji, An- 
doni Scopelitis, who was a native of the 
Greek Archipelago, was first discovered in 
the sakieh on Rifai Bey’s estate by some 
children, who were horrified to find the body 
floating about on the sarface as the water was 
being disturbed by the water wheel. 

The police had little difficulty in identify- 
ing the corpse, for Scope'itis and his little 
café ware local landmarks on the Rod El 
Farag” tramway. 

A serious wound on the head and a rope 
round the neck sufficed to show that violence 
had been committed, and the deceased being 
a Hellenic subject, the consalate was imme- 
diately commanicated with. A  janissary 
cf the consulate opened the preliminary 
investigations, the resalt of which showed 
that the deceased had last been seen in 
company of a young Frenchman who wag a 
treqaenter of the calé. This was at one o'clock 
on Monday afternoon. Since then the cafedji 
had been missing, and ths café was closed at 
night by the neighbours, the disappearance ot 
Scopelitis being notified to the police. Of 
course suspicion at onca fell on P., the young 
Frenchman, and accordingly a representative 
of the French Consal went to the Maison 
Ciccolani, where he lived, to enquire, only to 
find that he bad fled to Alexandria, where I 
anderstand be has been arrested. 

P, does not enjoy a very good repatation, he 
was often in low company, and owed the 
cafe?ji money for various orgies. ‘T'y this the 
father of the accused testifies by declaring that 
Scopelitis had come to him on the Monday to 
get nine franss dae to him by his prodigal son. 
P.’s father occapies a position of some standing 
in the French society of Cairo and is an official 
of the Mixed Conrts. 

‘The sakieh in which the corpse was found 
was in the middle of a field of maize, 120 
yards from the palace lately acqaired by M. 
Giavaclie. A narrow pathway winds through 
the maize from the property to the sakieb. 

Scopelitis, who was sixty years old, leaves 
a wife and married daughter at Leros, in the 
Aigean. 

We are informed by M. Rikaki, acting 
Hellenic Diplomatic Agent, that no forther 
information is at present obtainable in regard 
to the crime, and that the preliminary enquiry 
is being continued by the Parquet.

STREET REGULATIONS. 


Excellent measures” in order to prevent 
encumberment and the constant accidents that 
occar at night have been prescribed by the 
Cairo police with regard to trolly carts. The 
following is the text of a circular which has just 
been issued : — : 

1. On no account will two-wheeled trolly 
carts ( whether drawn by horse, mule, or 
donkey) be allowed to carry planks, poles for 
scaffolding or farahs, iron rails, etc, longer 
than 4 metres in length. 

2. Any scch poles or rails over 4 metres, 
must be carried on 4 wheeled trolly carts. 

3. Should they however be over 5 metres, 
two carts most bo emp'oyed, the first being a 
four or two wheeled trolly, and the second a 
two-wheeled trol'y towed bebind. 

4. Poles, rails, etc., most always be trans- 
ported lengthwise on the carts, and not cross- 
wise or at angler. 

_ §. All poles over 5 metres in length will be 
transported between dawn and midday. 

6. Any cart found transporting planks, rails, 
or poles, over 5 metres not according to above 
roles, will be taken to the nearest caracol. If 
within the prescribed hours, it will be un- 
loaded, and again reloaded according to the 
instroctions. If not within the prescribed hours 
it will be kept outside the caracol till the 
fixed time when the carter will be ordered to 
load according to the orders. 

In every instance however the nombers and 
permits will be withdrawn from the carters 
and seut to the Treffic Office. 


No. 5 came into force yesterday ; the 
remainder will be enforced after 10 days, to 
permit of the merchants arranging their carte.

Mr. Otto Steizing, the company’s agent in 
Cairo, informs us that the Norddeutscher 
Lloyd, Bremen, in connection with the Servi- 
cial Maritim Roman, will start on October 18 
next the new express service between Con- 
stanzs, Constantinople, Smyrna, and Alex. 
andria. The 8.S. Imperatal T'rejan will make 
the first voyige. The King and Queen of 
Roumania will be preaent at the inauguration 
of this line. 

The fleet for this service consists, besides 
the before-mentioned veesel, of the 8.8. Ro- 
mania and two new twin-screw steamers of 
about 5000 reg. tons and 9,(00 h. p., with an 
average speed of 19 knots an hour; all being 
magnificent steamers, fitted with the latest 
improvements.

ANGLO-EGYPTIAN’S VIEWS, 


“Anglo-Egyptian” writes to the “Times” :— 

Tte troubles in Egypt have settled down 
for the time being, but the British public do 
not seem even now to realize how acute the 
orisis was at the time nor how near we were 
to @ catastrophe. The danger is surmounted 
for the time being ; but the Pan-Islemic 
movement is a force which must always be 
taken into consideration in the fature—a 
volcano of extreme power even when appar- 
ently quiescent. With political tension we may 
be sure that the religions element will .be 
introduced, and the smallest cause would be 
enough to start an oatbreak which would spread 
like a flame throughoat the land. There would 
be no time to get troops from Malta or other 
places before an appalling amount of loss to 
life as wall as toproperty had taken place 
There are; roughly, about one million Copts 
anda qoarter of a million Eoropeans in the 
couutry, for whose safety, as wall as for that 


pi ot British subjects, Great Britain has assamed 


responsibility. The M>hamedans outnumber 
them ten to one ; in addition, there sre many 
thousands of predatory Bedouins in the desert 
whose sheikhs live in Cairo and are in constant 
touch with them. Oar garrison even when 
reinforced will be slender, and must necessarily 
be localized in one or two centres, 

Well might an American say last December 
—a time at which in some villages the names 
of those to be killed were written down oo 
paper —T'hat if England was unable or anwill- 
ing to protect the lives entrusted to her care 
it was time other nations helped or did it for 
her.” 

That the British Government has recognized 
the existence of the danger is evident from the 
grave words of Sir BE. Grey and by the inorease 
of the garrison. Bat the troops are quartered 
in towns, and do not come in contact with 
village life. What is reqaired is the strengthen- 
iog of the Administration by the introduction 
of Britieh influence into those branches which 
come in contact with the people, such as the 
police. This might be done by enlisting time- 
expired non-commissione | offixers of good cha- 
racter, tact, and common-sense to serve in the 
police. The mere presence of these men in the 
villages woald serve to check crime, and they 
should ba of inestimable service to the Govern- 
ment, as they would gradually get into closs 
touch with the natives and might get to know 
of any organized rising in preparation in spite 
of Mohamedan seoretiveness. 

Non-commissioned officers of thw kind are 
to be got. | have met them. The work is so 
important that they shoald be taken on proba- 
tion, so that only those provei to be suitable 
would be retsined. Sach men shoald never be 
under the orders of natives, but responsible to 
the British inspectors only; and, as the natives 
are adepts in the art of getting up cases against 
each other, these special service men shoald 
not be left to their mercy but should be 
strongly supported by the central Administra. 
tion. As they woald undoubtedly incur at the 
first the fanaticalhostility of the lawless ele- 
ment, it would probably be advisable to send 
them out to the villages in twos. . 

As to the cost, the Egyptians themselves 
have rendered this step necessary and they 
would have to pay. 

The eftect on the country I believe, from a 
long and intimate acquaintance with the na- 
tives, could not fail to be good and might render 
extreme measures unnecessary. 


FRANCE AND PAN-ISLAMISM. 

Discussing the probable effects of the Pan- 
Islamic agitation on the fatare of France's 
African possession, the “Temps” says that 
there is at present no sign that Egyptian nation- 
aliam has made any converts in Algeria or 
Tanis. The reason no doubt is that the French 
have taken root in the soil and established 
themselves permanently, whereas in Egypt 
British occapation is purely military and ad- 
ministrative, and tha prospect of getting rid 
of it has no inherent impossibility. 

Although Pan Islamism does not now seem 
likely to create trouble for France in Algeria 
or T'anis, the situation is different in the 
Sahara and the Sadan. ‘The conception of a 
plot extending all over this vast territory is 
somewhat romantic, but the Djanet affair aud 
the rebellion organised by the Marabouts at 
Zinder are warnings that onght not to be 
neglected. France evidertly has adverssries 
who are ready to use Pan-[slamism ss a weapon 
against her.

THE SULTAN’S REAL OBJECT. 


—-- 


Writing on the Tabah incident, the editor 
of the ‘Revue de Paris”, Victor Bérard, sum- 
marises the history of the Sinaitic Peninsola 
from early times down to the evacustion of 
Tabah on May 11th last. 

The recent action of Tarkey on the Egyptian 
frontier, he says, is not an isolated incident. 
Doring the last year the policy of Abdol 
Hamid has been one of aggression towards all 
his neighbours, in fact he has not a single 
neighboor in Europe, Asia, or Africa that he 
has failed to provoke. 

In reference to the evacuation, the writer 
wonders whether the Sultan only suconmbed 
when he had tangible proof of the defection 
of the Kaiser, ‘‘the friend of the three hundred 
millions of Mussulmans.” Germany is accused 
of having s hand in the incident, but it may 
be that the Sultan was too foll of admiration 
for the Kaiser to note that with his friend 
prodence of action invariably belies boldness 
of speech. 

The real cause of the incfSent, thinks the 
writer, was probably connected with the ques- 
tion of the constraction of a railway to 
Medina and Mecca, and perhaps the Sultan 
imagined a Turkish railway to Tabah would 
be the best means to prevent the English from 
making a railway across Arabia. At all evente, 
when England imputes the responsibility of 
the affair to German diplomacy alone, sufficient 
allowance is not made for the morbid imagina.- 
tion, alternating between depressing terror 
and wild fancy, which determines the conduct 
of Abdul Hamid. 

In the ‘Revue des deux Mondes,” René 
Pinon, who writes.on the Tabah incident, re- 
capitu'stes the events relating to the Sinaitio 
Peninsula, and stadies the présent question 
in connection with the efforts of Germany to 
establish economic and political power in the 
entire Empire of the Sultan. England, ever 


eoncerned with the defence of India, now 


sees a danger in Arabia, especially in the 
light of the Massulman policy of Germany. 
The writer thinks that Germany haa too much 
interest in the East not to realise that in the 
Tabah incident her fature in the Ottoman 
Empire was in question, and that England as 
master of Egypt, and with a formidable navy, 
might easily become master of the Toarkish 
Empire in Asia and the land roates between 
Constantinople and the Persian Gulf. 


THE ANGLO-EGYPTIAN 


In reference to the criticism published by 
“Ta Tribuna” of Rome on the subject of the 
mail arrangements at Brindisi, which we 
quoted in yesterday's issue, it is worth drawing 
attention to the great need that exists for 
doubling the line to that port. Nowadays, 
when Italy has become a first class Power, and 
the north of the country has developed a really 
amazing amount of commercial energy, the 
want of double lines on such a route of the 
Indian and Ezyptian mail is keenly felt. This 
want the Government should now supply with- 
out delay, more especially as ail the bridges on 
that line are wide enough for two pairs of 
metals, and there is only one tunnel the whole 
way, whileland along the Adriatic Coast and 
in the ¢avoliere of Apulia is ascheapas when 
Juvenal said that you could boy a vast estate 
there for an old song. Thus, and thus alone, 
will Brindisi retain its classical and medieval 
renown as the port of embarkation for the 
East ; thus, and thas alone, will it be able to 
compete with its prevent rivals, Naples and 
Marseilles, and its fature competitors, Cons- 
tanza and the Pire1s, the ultimate terminus 
of the Larissa Railway. 
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TRIESTE. 


MAILS, 


The new State line between Trieste and the 
valley of the Save, which has jast been opened 
by the Hereditary Archdoke, is but the first 
of a number of railways which will shortly open 
up the western parts of Austria to commerce, 
and will enormously inorease the trade of 
Trieste. The Alpine districts, above all Car- 
niola, Corinthia, Styris, and Upper Austria, 
will be placed within easier reach of the sea, 
and in consequence the cost of freight will be 
mach reduced. It is hoped that a great in- 
dustrial expansion will be the result, aided by 
the enormous water power available in the 
Alpine districts, and that the export of timber 
will be especially enhanced. When all the 
lines pow onder constroction are finished, 
which should be in a little over two years’ time, 
Trieste will tap the country lying north and 
north-west. Probably Southern Germany, and 
especially Bavaria, will make use of it asa 
port, while as another line will be open to 
Vienna, the commerce from Central Austria 
should feel an immense benefit. But Trieste 
will have to do its part if it wishes to profit 
largely by the new state of things. At present 
the harbour and docks are insufficient for any 
increase of trade and the shipping lines are 
too few. The Chairman of the Austrian Lloyd 
has recognised that something will have to be 
done if the probable passenger tr: flic to Alex 
andria ie to be coped with, and if Austria 
does not not intend to be beaten on her 


] | ground by German shipowners, who are already 


preparing to take advantage of the new open: 
ings for business. But even more important 
than the building of fresh ships is the enlarge- 
ment of the port of T'rieste. Even as it is the 
trade of the town has been growing by millions, 
aod if she wishes to profit by the new lires, 
and to hold her owa with Genoa, Hamburg, 
and Brem3n, she must at once set to work on 
the necessary improvements.

Let the Consuls pnt 
their knowledge-boxes together again to con- 
sider it present methods are really efficacious. 
Why not abandon this unseemly, cowardly 
women chasing and arrest the army of male 
brutes that speak to, associate with, or do 
“business” for these pitiable women ? So long 
as these contemptible men can do as they 
please then just so long can these female 
wretches defy police efforts. Destroy their 
miserable trade by removing the cause of its 
existence and they must disappear in due 
course without troubling the authorities. Most 
of the touts, etc. are low-olass Jews and 
Levantioes, generally local subjects, so there 
need be no consular vice in the matter.

Whatever concerns the mysterious move- 
ment of unrest in Egypt must be to us a matter 
of profound interest, and the well-written 
article from a Frenchman resident in Egypt, 
which filled over three colomns of yesterday's 
‘Tempe,” would have claims on our attention 
even if his theme touched us lese nearly. Tho 
writer is manifestly an ab'e and a well-inform- 
ed man ;he is friendly to the English occapa- 
tion, and not without sympatby for the natives, 
while he writes with a manifest desire to be 
frank and impartial. There is no doubt in his 
mind that the absence of gratitude in the 
Egyptian mind tor the benefits of the English 
occupation, the present subdaed disaffection, 
and the Denishwai affair itself are all the 
result, not only of fanaticism, but of an 
organized Pan-Islamic movement, and behind 
them he sees not only Turkish, bot German 
influence. That is, of course, the view which 
Lord Cromer has put forward. When we find 
it shared by a competent French witness, who 
cites the opinion of many of his friends, we 
have no choice but to believe that it is the 
prevailing view among Europeans in Egypt. 
To criticize their diegnosis may seem at first 
sight presumptuous, and, indeed, there is 
every probability that they and they alone 
are likely to jadge the situation correctly. And 
yet those who have had experienca of small 
colonies isolated among an alien and not 
entirely friendly race know how ready 
they are to think collectively. Their iso- 
lation makes for unanimity ; they develop a 
somewhat exaggerated racial consciovsness,and 
their views soon acquire the character cf a 


Joyalism, an orthodexy which is above scepti- |}. 


cism or criticiem. The odd thing about this 
novel theory of fanaticism is that, by the con- 
fession of this writer, no one held it before the 
Denishwai affair. We are to suppose that a great 
movement had been silently working among 
the peasants for some years, that Mustapha 
Kamel Pasha and his popular Arabic peper, 
“The Lewa” had b3en preaching fanaticiem 
day by dey unnoticed. Suddenly a fow fellahs 
attack a party of English officers. Eoropean 
opinion—‘‘even that of the eldest residents” — 
is, we are told, “stupefied.” Men say to each 
other in clabs and messes that they “no longer 
recognize the fellabh,” and he has been ‘‘transfor- 
med.” Somebody breathes the word “fanati- 
cism,” and this vague term is at once on every 
Earopean’s lip. That is the history of the 
recent panic. We are justified in drawing two 
conclasions. In the first place, -a Baropean 
opinion which admits it has been taken by 
surprise cannot be in close touch with the 
natives. In the second place, if the Denishwai 
incident can be explained by some other theory 
we ata distance may without arrogance con- 
sider it. 

Now as to the Denishwai affair this French 
witness is candid. He says frankly that the trial 
was “purely political,” and that the executions 
“strack him with horror.” Bat where is the 
evidence of fanaticism ? The villagers were 
provoked. Some offixers had, as he puts it, the 
“folly” to shoot the domestic pigeons of the 
villagers—pigeons which they regard as one of 
their main sourcesof livelihood—they were tres- 
paseers, and they eccidental!y set a granary on 
fire and wourded a woman—indeed, the peas- 
ants believed they-had killed ber. Against such 
provocations human natare in apy part of the 
world would revolt. Even in an English village 
sportsmen who behaved in this wey would 
probably cause a riot—particolarly if they 
wore foreigners. Bat the European in Egypt 
replies, “Yes, but the felleh in the old days 
would stand anything, He might teel rpsent- 
ment, bnthewould not dare to show it.” It was 
his daring in resenting his wrongs that struck 
Earopeans “with stopefaction.” What had 
given him this new courage} The cfficial 
apewer is ‘ Fanaticism,” But even in this article 
we detect evidence of some other factors. Speak- 
ing of the prosperity of the native Prers, the 
writer remarks that in the old days, ‘‘when 
life was cruel,” the fellah lived with his eyes 
on the ground, and was ignorant of everything 
even of the name of his Sovereign. Then came 
the English occupation. We lightened his taxes; 
we checked his oppressors ; we stopped forced 
labour ; we gave him the secarity of honest 

courte, In a word, we relieved him from his 
old demoraligation. We made him rich ; we also 
made him free, ‘Biches,’ continues the 
writer, “have given him Igisure, and Isi- 
sure allows him to satisfy his curiosity,” Jn 
a word, he reads tewspapers, or more often has 
them read to him. But are “leisure” and 
“enriosity” at all likely to be the only 
froits of riches and freedom? We should 
say, on the contrary. that Lord Cromer 
had failed miserably if they were. He has, 
we believe, succeeded better than he knows 
himself. He bas made a man of the fellah. 
He is no lomger the cringing slave of the 
old days, ‘He will 10 !onger submit tamely to 
injary and injxstice. Prosperity, an equal law, 
a mild role, a general spread of education, and 
a wave of interest in the larger things of life — 
these are causes enough to explain hie new 
attitude. It was a maxim of the old Jogicians 
to observe economy of causes. If gravitation 
will explein a given phenomenon, one dces 
not invoke a special providence. It prosperity 
and liberty have made a free man of the fellah 
oné does not require to assume fanaticism. 

If there is anything in this rearoning— 
admittedly the mere speculation of an outsider 
who tries to criticize in coolness a letter from 
the spot written smid passion and in panic— 
the present direction of our pe}icy is little short 
of a tragedy, The Egyptian is admittedly a 
new man, He reads, he discurses politics, he | 
clamours for a more democratic system of 
education than Lord Cromer has given him

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which Lord Dafferin promised a quarter of 
& centuty ago. Instead of realizing that his 
very mood of opposition, his intellectual 
awakening, and his personal independence 
are a tribute to our rule and a proof 
of its success, we take alarm, talk rather wildly 
of fanaticism, and embark on a policy of 
repression. There is no denying the fact that 
some Egyptians are turning towards Turkey 
because they despair of England. Even here, 
however, we think the evidence oddly meagre, 
Lord Cromer produced an anonymous letter 
from a Turkish priest. The contributor of the 
“Temps” declares that he conld produce 
extracts from Mostapha Kamel’s newspaper 
which would astonish Europe, bat somehow he 
does, in point of fact, omit to prodace them. 
Batif the Egyptians are turning to Tarkey, 
the moral is surely that we should be at pains 
to prove to them that their sober aspirations 
for liberty can be satisfied under a British 
protectorate, Pan-Islamiem is not wholly an 
evil movement. It implies an awakening, a 
desire to be strong, and to march with the 
world, which we should admire unreservedly 
in the Japanese. Oddly enough, despite the 
pafronage of the Saltan, it is allied in many of 
its adherents with a more or less genuine 
Liberalism. Weare even told that the Sultan 
himself is meditating a return to Midhat 
Pasha’s Constitution. Sach a movement will 
be pro-German and anti-English if our attitade 
towards Ezyptian aspirations is merely nega- 
tive—it need not bs directed against us or 
against the Christian world if we care to show 
tbat our sympathies can rise above a religious 
prejadice. . 


PAN-ISLAMIC SCARES. 


The “Saturday Review” says :—Extracte 
from Indian native pepers folly bear out the 
view we have always pot before our readers 
with regard to Pan-Islamic scaree, The giet 
of those articles which reached England this 
week may be roughly summed op as follows, 
The Saltan is the greatest of Mohamedan 
rulers, and we reverence him as such, but 
we do not intend to fo'low his bidding against 
that of our own Government. Ifthe Britich 
Empire is at war with a Mohamedan Power 
we should regret it, bnt shold follow the 
British, This is qaite satisfactory, but there 
will be nothing newin it to those who have 
followed onr comments from time to time 
on alleged Pan-Islamic intrigues by the Sultan, 
who is by no means received everywhere in 
lodia as the representative of the Moha- 
medan world. The Indian Government has, 
however, hitherto rejected (and probably with 
wisdom) all attempts to set up an opposition 
in India to his religions headship.” 


NATIVES SEEK A WHITE LBADBR.

“If ever there should happen to bea great 
European war, say between England and Ger- 
mapy, we would then have a rising in Africa,” 
says Dr. Carl Peters, who has jaost returned 
from a visit to the Zambesi district, 

“The knowledge of the native popnlation 
out there is increasing, and they are even 
now takinga keen ioterest in international 
politics. They slready know the difference 
between the Powers and the various Govern- 
ments, 

Dr. Peters mentioned the following instance 
of the native onrest to a “Manchester Dis- 
patch” representative :—“Doring my last visit 
I was waited upon by a deputation from 
the people of Macombe, in Portuguese ter- 
ritory. They asked me if I would lead them 
if they rose against the Portcgoese rale, 
and promised that, in the event of my con- 
senting, they would appoint me their head 
chief, Naturally, I politely declined.” 


THE NATION OF HOTEL-KEEPERS, 


The “Daily Chronicle's” Geneva correspon- 
dent calls attention to recent statistics which 
show that while the poblic wealth of Switzar- 
land (State property excluded) has increased 
from ten milliards of francs to seventeen in 
half a centary, two-fifths of the inorease is 
estimated to be the share of the hotel proprie- 
tors, who teke in over £6,000,000 a year. 
Now, seventy per gent, of this, it is pointed 
out, comes trom Anglo-Saxon visitors, and the 
correspondent obeerves that English people, 
finding it cheapar to stay in Switzerland than 
at home, now do so for months instead of 
weeks, It is certainly a fact that any one 
who bas a month’s holiday can more than 
make good the cost of the journey out and 
home, and spend the time at a Swiss moun- 
tain centre more cheaply than at an English 
seaside hotel—if he can resist the temptation 
to indalge in the costly delight of climbing. 
Of coorse, the Swiss hotel is at an advantege 
as compared with the English in that the 
cost of labour is much less, and it must be 
remembered that English visitors will cheertally 
endure the scanty Continental “breakfast’’ and 
sandry roogh and-ready details ina wey that 
they would not at home. But even so, the 
management that makes such cheapness pos- 
sible is worth the British caterer’s study. 
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EGYPT AND GERMANY. 


The “Standard” remarks :— 

We regret to notice that some organs of Ger- 
mad Opinion are dispored to theoriae about our 
attitude towards Egypt. To the ingenuity of 
learned professors who are unversed in prac- 
tical affairs it is natural to fasten on technical 
anomalies, and to infer that Great Britain is 
forthwith resolved on regulariaing its position 
at Cairo. Because we are in aole occopation 
of the Khedive’s dominionr, and admit no 
other Power, not even Torkey, to a share in 
our reluctently acquired responsibility, it is 
‘stg hed that we are scheming for the declara 
‘tien of a Prutectorate. On this point it may 
be as well to speak quite unrgservedly. There’ 
is, we confesr, one inflaence which woald com- 
pel usto take the course which our critics 
deprecate by anticipation. If any attempt 
were made, directly or indirectly, to limit our 
practical authority or diminish our efficiency, 
we should feel ourselves bound to legitimate 
oursapremacy. But we shall never accept or 
acquiesce in any modification of the existing 
status except such as would strengthen Lord 
Cromer’s hands in dealing either with inter- 
nal distorbance or external interference. This 
is not a matter on which we are open to 
negotiation or would listen to compromise. 
We might as well be invited to consider terms 
with regard to ourcommand of the Channel 
as toenter jnto any arrangement that would 
imperil our main roate to India. It has been 
said over and over again that Egypt is the 
Nile and the Nile is Egypt. Equally it is trae 
that the Suez Canal is India, and India is the 
Sues Canal, By no act or volition of ours we 
were drawn into the castody of that inter- 
national waterway. In order to perform that 
onerous duty we have made heavy sacrifices, 
and we do not intend, onder any conceivable 
conditions, to relax our hold on the Valley 
of the Nile. There was a time when in good 
faith we attempted to relieve ourselves of the 
honourable borden. Bat the repeated over- 
tures made by Lord Salisbury were rejected. 
From that time onwards it has become the 
settled policy of Great Britain to maintain an 
adequate Army of Qcoupation, and to be pre- 
pared, at eny moment, to eupport it with the 
whole force of the British Empire. Whatever 
negotiations may be proposed by Germany or 
any other Great Power, it may be taken as 
established that Egypt will not be used as a 
counter in the diplomatic game. On this 
fandamental question the Liberals are not 
leas definite than the Conservatives. Lord 
Rosebery and Sir Hdward Grey have proved 
themselves as immovable as their Unionist 
predecessors, 


GERMAN FRIENDSHIP IN EGYPT. 


Mr. Edward Dicey, writiog in the “Empire 
Review” on Islam in fermentation, traces the 
uprising of the natives in various parts of the 
French, German, and lish colonies to the 
recent defeat of Russia by a non-Baropean 
Power. This has stirred the Moslem feeling. 
Mr, Dicey entirely approves Lord Cromer’s 
stern measures in the recent executions. He 
goes on to say this good and timely word for 


any :— 

“To the best of my belief oarown Government 
is fally aware how much we owe to the refusal 
of Germany to give any encouragement to the 
invasion of the Sinai Peninsula by Torkith 
troops. It is certain that it Germany had kept 
silent at Constantinople, the Sultan, relying 
on the supposed good-will of Garmany and on 
the temporary effacement of Rossia as a military 
Power, would have pursued his aggressive 
policy towards Egypt, aud would have compel- 
led England to engage in a war with Turkey, 
and by so doing expose herself to the bitter 
hostility of Islam throughout Asia and Africa 
generally, and pspecially in Egypt. We thus 
owe our escape from a position of grave 
embarrassment, which would, in all likelihood, 
have eventuated in war, to the good faith of 
Germany. This being 80, commonsense, not 
to speak of common gratitude, should compel 
us to look with great ecepticism upon all 
reports, emanating for the most part from 
French sources, which seek to represent Ger- 
many as being engaged in perpetual intrigues 
to undermine British inflaence in Africa and 
elsewhere, These reports are uoed by a 
section of the British press without hostile 
comment, and their* reprodaction natarally 

tes an unfavourable impression on the 
public.”
